It is estimated, during the first year 
of the Korean War, defense consumed, 
directly and indirectly, over five billion 
feet of lumber. This is equal to about 
12 of the year’s supply. During 
World War II over half of the entire 
lumber supply, and woodworking in 
dustrial facilities, were occupied with 
war work. Recent records reveal that 
Federal purchases of lumber, 
sawmill products and wood manutac- 
turers’ products, represent expenditures 
exceeding $156 million per annum. 
These are the direct purchases; figures 
for supplies and subcontracts which 
indirectly enter the defense activities, 
are not available. The direct purchases 
run approximately —at the present time 

for lumber and sawmill products at 
the rate of a little more than a million 
dollars a week. The expenditures for 
the products of wood manufacturers 
exceed two million dollars a week.

It is likely during the months ahead 
that the Federal purchases of lumber, 
sawmill products and wood manufac 
turers, will increase, because govern 
ment officials, especially NPA people, 
are making a marked effort to secure 
the substitution of wood for many 
products of metal, 
everything in metal from steel, up or 
down, is scarce. It is interesting to note 
that government people feel that we

The Signal Corps is making great 
use of wood plastics.

Both 
representatives of the industry, and 
representatives of the Defense Depart 
ment, assert that all wood uses in de 
fense work are far greater than they 
ever have been in the history of amy 
nation. They say that the demand 4s 
heavier and constantly growing. They 
tell us that during World War II the 
Army built wooden buildings with a 
billion feet. 
For comparison they this 
would mean a building 70 feet wide 
running from New York to San Fran 
cisco. It is pointed out Navy and Army

a million tons of steel. The defense 
people suggest it takes about 250,000 
board feet of lumber for one ordinary 
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ship to move out of New York harbor 
to support soldiers on the fighting 
front. Both the Federal officials and 
the people of the wood industries in 
Washington particularly emphasize 
that few people seem to realize wood 
is used today in the building of mine- 
sweepers. These craft originally were 
unthinkable unless they were designed 
in steel or metal. Today minesweepers 
are being made of wood, designed for 
30) years’ use. Navy people themselves 
emphasize they have advantages be- 
cause they are non-magnetic, and any 
metal that goes into them can be de- 
magnetized to make the craft safer. 


The Munitions Board and the De- 
fense Production Administration urge 
military and civilian users of critical 
materials to re-examine their specifica- 
tions and to use more plentiful ma 
terial, such as wood. Lumber required 
in a war program is the same as that 
needed for civilian use. Softwood is 
used in construction, hardwoods in 
manufactured products, such as furni- 
ture, boxes, flooring, millwork, cars, 
handles and the like. The lumber in- 
dustry easily converts to a wartime 
basis. It has no problems of special 
retooling, scrapping of existing facili- 
ties, or development of new skills. The 
United States has never really faced a 
shortage of wood. They tell you here 
no one really knows the full operating 
capacity of the lumber industry, except 
that it is very, very large. It is capable 
of stepping up production rapidly, and 
of shifting quickly from one type of 
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production to another, in any emer- 
gency. The defense people tell us 
engineering in wood, through such de- 
velopments as the Teco connector and 
laminated timber arches, has enabled 
Army and Navy engineers to make 88 
feet of lumber do the construction job 
formerly performed by 100 feet. Ply- 
wood in a training plane saves more 
than 600 pounds of aluminum per 
unit. Wood, in the Army truck pro- 
gram, saved over 350,000 tons of steel 
ten years ago. Thirty-five thousand 
timber trusses in a group of Army 
storage warehouses saved 200,000 tons 
of steel—which provided steel for 
7,000 military tanks. 


The Research Laboratory of Timber 
Engineering Company, an afhliate of 
the National Lumber Manufacturers 


Association, has been working with 
the Bureau of Ships on the problem 


of glues used in laminating timbers. 
Some years ago it helped to develop a 
new type of Monel metal nail for 
fastening ship planking, now widely 
used in military and naval boats. New 
methods have been developed for bend 
ing red oak, making this wood use 
ful despite the greater scarcity of white 
oak. There has been a great deal of 
remarkable work in the study of steam 
bending. Laminated products are now 
used where solid wood was only uti- 
lized. The Teco Laboratory has been 
doing much work at the Army’s Aber 
deen Proving Grounds in perfecting 
the new Army truck bodies, made en 
tirely of wood, discarding large quan- 
tities of steel. Work is constantly in 
progress with the specialists of the 
Corps of Engineers, and with those of 
the Navy’s Bureau of Yards and Docks. 
Wooden blocks, and weod resistant to 
decay, have been subjects of an amaz- 
ingly progressive study. 
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For the past year military specifica- 
tions have been under laboratory re- 
view for over 1000 items. The con- 
tract has more than 18 months to run, 
particularly upon the work of develop- 
ing specialized laminated timber and 
in instructing Navy inspectors. There 
is also work in developing a preserva- 
tive for red oak board, and to produce 
laminated blocks for use in dry docks. 
This work is under way on the West 
Coast, the East Coast and in Cuba. 
One of the most intensive studies is 
concerned with plants set up to be 
ready for any emergency to avoid waste 
of time and material. Under govern- 
ment programs the Teco technicians go 
about and talk with plant operators 
and their staffs. 


The most pressing defense needs in- 
clude laminated arches, the built-up 
wood arches used in landing craft; fur- 
ther studies on truck bodies made of 
wood; and more study of specifications 
to be used by Army and Navy for the 
substitution of wood for metals. The 
defense people also stress the need of 
more plastic materials in the develop- 
ment of wood items to give the ma- 
terials added strength. There is con- 
stant work on the problem of building 
forms for steel ships. The NPA con- 
tinues to stress that wood is basic in 
all defense efforts and that is is highly 
essential to encourage all forms of tim- 
ber management and tree growing, and 
to exploit timber for future farm pro- 
grams because of the future need when 
any emergency occurs. 


In the order named, the items pro- 
cured, directly and indirectly, by the 
Defense Department in the greatest 
volume are ammunition boxes, powder 
containers, wood pallets, packing cases, 
various types of wooden containers, in 
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cluding nailed crates. The Navy has 
purchased considerable furniture, cabi- 
nets and pallets. Navy also buys many 
prefabricated houses made of wood. 
The wood products are divided by 
NPA into logging and primary ma- 
terials. It lists veneer and plywood, 
millwork, tanks and vats, conduit 
wood pipe, panels and sections, pre- 
tabricated buildings, excelsior, shingles 
and various miscellany, including lami- 
nated wood products, snow fences, 
doors, frames, sash, stair work, rulers, 
partitions, shelving, lockers, bolts, log 
piling, hewn and round timber, varti- 
ous articles of furniture, dummies, 
flooring, gunstock blanks, ladders, 
moulding, hardwood, blocks, treads, 
trim, shakes, pilasters, rails, box shooks, 
crates, wood preservatives, washers, 
windows, doors, door frames, shuttles 
and many types of crating. 


All the foregoing, as well as timbers 
for mining, and many other items too 
numerous to list, are considered by the 
NPA and the Defense Department as 
essential for defense. Repeatedly they 
tell you that nothing is being done to- 
day in the defense effort that doesn’t, 
in some way, depend on wood. 


They point out that for a long time 
it was assumed liquids couldn’t be 
shipped in anything but a steel con- 
tainer. Government is now processing 
wood and making containers that are 
usable for the shipment of things such 
as oil, gasoline, turpentine and other 
types of liquids, which of course, have 
greatly relieved the demand for steel. 
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Steel piling has been replaced by wood. 
The defense people are turning to wood 
desks, lockers and many similar items. 
They urge that Venetian blinds again 
should be made ot wood as they were 
originally. They urge that the 12,000 
freight cars needed each month should 
be made almost entirely of wood, es 
pecially since lamination is proceed 
ing so successfully.

It is pointed out that the laminates 
of today make big pieces out of little 
pieces, that these laminates, pound for 
pound, are much stronger than steel. 
There are actual operation structures 
that have spans as much as 64 feet un 
der heavy loading without any obsta 
cles in between. Some are now being 
designed that will give a span of 95 
feet. Such a span with steel, or any 
other metal, would be of such design 
and weight that it would be almost 
impossible to erect the — structure. 
Senator Guy Gordon of Oregon is 
responsible for the statement that one 
of the companies producing wood 
trusses has designed a type with a span 
ot 164 feet, supported only on its ends. 
He says in Oregon there is one of 
the finest, most beautifully designed 
bridges made of laminated wood. The 
load limit was just as high as on any 
steel bridge in the state. 

In the enumeration of wood products 
the NPA people urge that future build 
ings should have wooden gutters and 
wooden downspouts and, like the mili 
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tary, use wood rods, poles, and many 
other items. It is suggested that con 
tainers should be built of a material 
called hardboard, a composition made 
up of ground pulpwood. 


The Army points out that all the 
shoe lasts it uses to manufacture shoes 
are made of wood. It has 
shuttle blocks to weave clothing, as 
well as the picker sticks for the looms, 
and other loom parts. In discussing the 
potentials of the woodworking indus 
try they tell you about wood chemistry, 
which is regarded as a promise with 
a very, very bright and important 
future. The government and the pri 
vate technicians insist that only the sur 
wood chemistry has _ been

defense program uses means a saving 
of metal that is badly needed in the 
military and civilian program; that 
it means more heating units for house 
construction, more soil pipe and more 
electrical fixtures in the homes that 
must be built.

The container people are somewhat 
gloomy about the whole subject of 
wood in defense activities. They tell 
you that even with the ammunition 
box business, the total of the defense 
procurement is only 20°, of World 
War II volume. There was an unusual 
upturn in July, bringing it almost 
equal to last year but it has lagged 
again. It is estimated that the produc- 
tion of various containers has con 
sumed about half a billion feet of 
lumber. The report is that all non 
defense inventories are down and are 
continuing to contract. We are told 
that signed orders, which called for a 
million or a million and a half con 
tainers, are still often in the files as 
potentials, Deliveries frequently are 
taken in lots of 500, and only at periods 
of 10 or 15 days. This, of course, cur 
rently applies chiefly to non-defense 
business. 

The container people suggest that 
shipping containers can be regarded as 
the barometer of general business. 
When there is a drop in the consump- 
tion of shipping containers they hold 
that it means there is a drop in do- 
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mestic as well as export business. The 
container people expect that the peak 
of their defense business will be reached 
next January, or immediately there- 
after. 

The wooden barrel industry, which 
furnishes containers for chemicals and 
food supplies, such as powdered eggs, 
reports the existence of 2,500,000 bar- 
rels. It is interesting to learn that they 
have record of 15 such barrels that 
made as many as 50 trips across the 
country and across the oceans, each 
trip carrying either food or chemicals, 
sometimes carrying ammunition. These 
wooden barrels are rubber lined.

SANDING sealers 
have been a more 
or less weak link in 
furniture finishing. 
Finishers demand 
sealers that are 
easy to sand and do not clog the sand- 
paper. Finish manufacturers discovered 
that metallic soap in the sealer does 
these things. However, the practice may 
sometimes be overdone and if too much 
soap is used, the sealer becomes brittle 
and loses adhesion. 


There is more than one way to skin 
a cat. In this case, abrasive paper manu- 
facturers have come to the rescue by 
putting the metallic soap in the paper 
instead of in the sealer. Finish manu- 
facturers can now upgrade their sealers 
without sacrificing any desirable prop- 
erties. In th’s connection, the poly- 
vinyl butyral compositions, now being 
used experimentally, may become im- 
portant. 


Some new ideas for staining and 
blonding wood have appeared. By one 
of them, lacquer is sprayed on the wood 
at a grazing angle. The peaks catch the 
paint while the pores and valleys re- 
main uncoated. After the paint is dry, 
the wocd can then be filled and finished 
in the usual way. When white paint is 
used the effect is a bleaching or blond- 
ing one. 


By another method, pigment and sand 
or other carrier is blown by low pres- 
sure blast on the wood. A thin layer 
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of pigment is left on 
the wood. A lacquer 
sealer is sprayed 
on, fixing the pig- 
ment in and on the 
wood. The finish- 
ing is then completed in the usual way. 
A modification of this method is used 
when light colored or bleached wood 
is desired. In this case, a thin coat of 
high hiding white paint is sprayed on 
the wood. The next step is blasting 
which produces a replica of the g ain 
in the paint. Clear finishes are then 
applied in the usual manner. 


These methods might beeome very. 
useful in providing an outlet'for wood 
marred by s>p streaks and other stains. 
Both the oblique spray and ‘the blast 
methods may be carried out in any 
color. 


Other improvements in furniture 
finishes are associated with paler clear 
finishes and hot spraying of lacquer. 


How often should a house be painted? 
How fast does house paint weather 
away? Studies by technologists of the 
Forest Preducts Laboratory throw some 
light on these questions. They :painted 
test panels in 1935 and repainted these 
panels at intervals of two, three, four, 
five and six years. One set of panels 
received one coat; another set received 
two coats. Several different kinds of 
lumber were used. At the end of 15 
years, they concluded that best main- 
tenance practice is two coats at intervals 
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of six years or more or one coat at 
lesser intervals, The paint industry is 
ready for this development. Paints in- 
tended for one-coat repaint jobs have 
been on the market for several years. 
Such paints weather away at a rate of 


COMING in like a 
lamb and going out 
like a lion certainly 
applies to the fur- 
niture industry «in 
1952. Both from a 
business activity standpoint and from 
the adoption of new trends in design, 
methods and processes this will have 
been true. 


Stepping gingerly last spring with the 
introduction of new thoughts in an age 
old industry, furniture manufacturers 
found themselves on solid ground by 
midsummer. There was wide accept- 
ance of these new trends and as fall 
approached activity was generally 
“roaring” full blast in the furniture 
manufacturing field. 


The introduction of new styling, with 
advanced designs and specifications 
that have made use of technical strides 
in lumber processing and conditioning, 
adhesives and surface finishing, to 
mention but a few, are certainly paying 
off. With the advantages that these new 
techniques offer the purchaser both 
from an improved product standpoint 
as well as from an economic comparison 
with other products, the furniture man- 
ufacturer will take no back seat in 1952. 


Well before 1952 approached, new 
processes and equipment were being 
tried out in the various wood furniture 
fabricating fields in an experimental 
sort of way. Forward-looking manu-

facturers were will- 
ing to try out some 
of these advanced 
methods to d’scover 
and iron out the 
“bugs” that are in- 
variably present with new ideas, thus 
setting up the 1952 stage for volume 
production utilizing these new tech- 
niques. 


Smart new designs going hand in 
hand with the new cost saving practices 
have created the “I want” desire for 
the finished chairs, tables, beds or cab- 
inets that assure the sales which are 
so vital to a manufacturer’s existence. 


Probably one of our industry's great- 
est assets is that raw ma‘erials need 
never run out or run dry like the 
mines or oil wells. True, forests can 
and have been abused, but real'zation 
of the advantages of approved forestry 
methods, sawmill practice, better stock 
preparation and utilization, as well as 
improved lumber handling and drying 
programs can assure an everlasting raw 
material supply. 


Wood is a living material that repro- 
duces and also has the unique advan- 
tage, weight for weight, of being 
stronger than steel or any other man- 
made product to date. Widespread in- 
tegrated operations and methods giving 
the greatest economic yield are daily 
be‘ng put into practice throughout the 
country. 


WOOD WORKING DIGEST 





Announcements every day of greater 
yields through the newer practice of 
bolting short length logs (or cutting 
direct to furniture lengths) and di- 
version of short cuts or inferior grades 
to other products are now in everyday 
evidence. Sticking, piling and new dry- 
ing practices are cutting down former 
grading losses—all a benefit not only 
from a cost saving standpoint to the 
manufacturer, but an overall economic 
advantage to the country as well. 


The wider use of “resurrected” wood 
made from absolute waste, pressed into 
flat hardboards or formed directly into 
new shapes or molded parts is now a 
reality. Plastic resins are added to 
wood chips or sawdust and the material 
is formed into stool seats and other 
furniture parts. 


Already in widespread use as panels 
or core stock and now running into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of 
yearly output, are the hardboards being 
produced in numerous new plants. 


Not to be overlooked is the praise- 
worthy discard of much unreliable ad- 
hesive practice. There is less and less 
furniture being made of which it can 
be said that it is so poorly “stuck” 
together that it will come apart in a 
light fog. 


“S. A.,” this time meaning surface 
appeal of wood, is now measured al- 
most equally by its functional ability 
to “live” in the home instead of merely 
decorating it. Heat resistant alkyd resin 
finishes and similar improvements in 
conveyorized finishing methods pro- 
duce surfaces that are appreciated by 
the housewife as they do not have to 
be “pampered” to look well as they 
grow older. 


The growing use of plastic laminates is 
also making rapid headway. This feature 
in attractive wood grained finishes is 
almost a last word in surface protec- 
tion against abuse and is a specification 
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must on capital durable goods. Not to 
be overlooked is the fact that the use 
of such a surface laminate does allow 
the use of less valuable core lumber 
(or material) and also makes an ideal 
surface covering for the newer hard- 
board. 


Giving the people what serves them 
best is what has made the furniture 
industry keep up in the front ranks 
with all the others this year. Recog- 
nizing the fact that constant awareness 
of new technical offerings in materials, 
processes, fabricating equipment and 
conveyorized handling methods have 
made this possible is a very good sign. 


It is also worthy of note that furni- 
ture manufacturers are increasingly in- 
terested in supporting groups that have 
advocated this need for sometime. Their 
attendance and participation at techni- 
cal sessions held throughout the coun- 
try by such national groups as the 
Forest Products Research Society of 
Madison is excellent. Attendance of 
furniture manufacturers at courses held 
by Timber Engineering Company at 
Washington, and other s'milar class in- 
struction courses is also encouraging. 
Kiin drying association gatherings and 
periodic wood furniture sessions held at 
Michigan and other state colleges report 
great interest and enlarged registra- 
tions in 1952. 


The furniture manufacturers associa- 
tions are also actively supporting the 
research and study projects that help 
so much in promoting the knowledge of 
these newer methods. Their co-opera- 
tive work with such schools as Michi- 
gan and North Carolina, both of which 
offer degrees in furniture management, 
is also a sound practice that is now in 
full swing. 
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AS IN SO many 
other phases of the 
wood industry, ac- 
tivity in the f'eld of 
gluing continued to 
reflect national de- 
fense efiorts. Phenolic resin adhesive 
consumption, principally in softwood 
(Douglas fir) plywood production, was 
estimated to go over the 50 million 
pound mark by the end of 1952. This 
figure represents both a sizable in- 
crease over the 1951 figure (43 million 
pounds), and the largest application 
for phenolic resins in general. Military 
usage is accounting for well over a 
third of this phenolic adhesive con- 
sumption. 


Despite the large influence of the 
defense effort there is evidence of a 
definite trend toward a larger civilian 
consumption of phenolic adhesives in 
softwood plywood. An increasing in- 
terest is evident in producing a multi- 
purpose grade for either indoor or ex- 
terior use, devoid of the current neces- 
sity to keep soyabean bonded grades 
separate from phenolic glued panels 
through the various stages of handling 
and selling from production to final 
installat‘on. Thus, phenolics could con- 
ceivably increase from approximately 
a 30% share in the softwood plywood 
pie to an ultimate long range figure 
approaching a 50% cut. 


Resorcinol became sufficiently avail- 
able to free derived adhesives from 
government allocation restricticns. A 
major outlet is developing for these 
relatives of phenolic glues in the navy’s 
minesweeper program. This application 
involves a notable expansion in the 
laminatinz field since the size of lami-

necessitates “on 
site” fabrication. In 
many instances 
therefore,  ship- 
builders have be- 
come laminators. 
Resorcinol adhesive suppliers have con- 
tributed extensively to the educational 
program essential under such circum- 
stances. 


Although the price of resorcinol ad- 
hesives continues to be objectionable, 
increasing attention is being given to 
laminates prepared with these glues for 
building construction particularly. 


Urea formaldehyde glue consump- 
tion, almost synonymous with hard- 
wood plywood production, continued in 
a recession born midway through 1951. 
No significant improvement in the poor 
price structure of these adhesives is 
evident for at least the balance of 1952. 
In contrast to the phenolic bended soft- 
wood plywood situation, the military is 
not as important a factor in buying the 
urea bonded hardwood plywocd. Where 
hardwood plywood is purchased for the 
defense effort, melamine-urea combi- 
nations are usually favored and as 
much as a‘1:1 ratio of such resins was 
approved by the military as weather- 
proof glues. Heretofore phenolic resin 
was the main type cons‘dered for its 
cost, but restrictions in bonding hard- 
wood plywood discouraged producers 
from using this type of glue. 


The trend to liquid U/F resins con- 
tinued because of economies of bulk 
shipment. Equally evident was an in- 
creasing usage of resin glues in re- 
aggregated wood. 


No maior technological developments 
occurred in glues used in the wood in- 
dustry. In fact, more activity was evi- 
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dent in extenders for glues, the field 
no longer being considered un exclusive 
for wheat or walnut shell flour. 


Gluing processes in this country were 
also essentially status quo. The British 
Forest Products Research Laboratory 
aroused the interest of furniture man- 
ufacturers in new methods of bending 
wood based on gluing veneer to the 


THE YEAR 1952 
has witnessed an 
amaz‘ng advance for 
the forest products 
industry on many 
fronts resulting 
from industrial research. Manufac- 
turers throughout the country are be- 
coming aware as never before that 
with the growing scarcity of high- 
grade timter, they must turn to the 
research laboratory for answers to the 
necessity for new products that can 
be manvfactured profitably out of 
waste end defective logs. The follow- 
ing brief survey of recent develop- 
ments in wood utilization clearly shows 
that progressive management is recog- 
nizing the vital importance of new 
products and processes in efficient and 
profitable manufacture. 


Several hardboard plants recently 
put into operation in the Pacific North- 
west, and others now under construc- 
tion, have demonstrated that hardboard 
can be manufactured efficiently in 
relatively small plants. Such plants 
produce from 30 to 100 tons of board 
per day using both continuous board 
formation as in the manufacture of 
paper. and intermittent batch forma- 
tion.

Great progress has been made par- 
ticularly in Europe in the manufacture 
of thick boards out of wood waste for 
the furniture industry, and more than 
a dozen plants of sutstantial size are 
now in operation in Germany alone. 
Most cf these make large boards, about 
% inch thick, out of shavings esvecially 
cut from cordwood or sawmill waste 
and bonded together with synthetic 
resins. The boards are known as shav- 
ing boards. They cost less than lumber 
and plywood used heretofore, and 
overcome some of the problems as- 
sociated with the o'der products. Simi- 
lar boards of small wocd chips are also 
be’ng manufactured abroad and in the 
U.S., and a German furniture manufac- 
turer has perfected a process for mak- 
ing chipboards by an extrus:on process, 


A process has been perfected in the 
U. S. for stretching or distending veneer 
and then reinforcing it with strong 
p7per and concealed steel] strapping. 
This new box board can be kent to a 
right angle. One-piece shipping con- 
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tainers made of it have been success- 
fully tested for the shipment of fruit 
from the Pacific Northwest and for the 
shipment of supplies by air to the armed 
forces. Containers made of it for the 
shipment of ammunition give promise of 
some important developments in that 
field as do boxes for the overseas ship- 
ment of other army supplies. Extensive 
shipping tests have been made by auto- 
mobile parts manufacturers, by major 
packing houses and by producers of 
bulk hardware.

These decreases were 
greater than the average decreases for 
all industries, but the wood industries 
had hizher rates to start with and the 
feduct'ons still do not bring them into 
line with other industries. 


The average frequency of all indus- 
tries reporting to the National Safety 
Council is 9.06 accidents per million 
man-hours and the average severity for 
all industries is .97 days lost per thou- 
sand hours worked. The wood products 
industry, with a frequency rate of 19.53 
per million man-hours and a severity 
rate of 1.03, is 34 in a list of 40 re- 
porting industries in frequency of acci- 
dents and 23 in a list of 40 in the 
severity of accidents.

probably will be tried out soon in sev- 
eral critical areas and it is hoped this 
new type of construction will solve a 
major defense housing problem. 


Altogether, 50 or more well-estab- 
lished prefabricated home producers 
are now in business. They distribute 
their houses primarily through local 
dealer-builders—numbering over 3,000 
in some 40 states—who handle erection 
and sales to the public. The true test 
of prefabrication’s progiess is the 
mounting number of building con- 
tractors and mortgage lenders erecting 
and financing factory-made homes. As 
building costs continue to inc*ease and 
competition gets tougher, prefabrication 
is coming to the forefront as a proved 
way to build more economically and 
provide the public with quality, ade- 
quate homes at reasonable prices. 


The relatively 
more favorable po- 
sition in severity is 
cheering because 
the accidents that 
contr’bute most to 
severity are permanent-partial or per- 
manent total disabilities. The wood 
products industries, long notor’ous for 
cutting off fingers, may have started on 
the road toward the elimination of this 
type of injury. “On the road,” how- 
ever, does not mean that the record is 
good because the wood prcducts indus- 
try in 1951 was exceeded only by coal 
mining and lumbering in its rate of 
permanent-partial disabilities per man- 
hour worked. 


Petween one-third and one-fourth of 
all injuries in woodworking establish- 
ments are received in the operation of 
machines. This will not come as a sur- 
prise to most experienced woodworkers, 
but it sets the woodworking industry 
apart from industries generally in 
which the largest numker of injuries 
result from the handling of material.

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Admitting that woodworking ma- 
chinery is potentially dangerous, sever- 
al companies have proved that it can 
be operated safely. The past two years 
have been notable for a few outstand- 
ing records in safe operation of wood- 
working companies. Two large sash 
and door plants each operated in excess 
of three million man-hours without a 
single disabling injury. A large furni- 
ture manufacturer exceeded three mil- 
lion man-hours and several smaller es- 
tablishments—furniture, millwork, box 
making and coorerage—made records 
of no accidents for a whole year in the 
National Safety Council contest, their 
exposure running from a few hundred 
thousand to well over a million man- 
hours. 


The evidence that gcod safety work 
will tring the wood industries into line 
with industries having lower accident 
rates, is to be found in the variation 
between the best and the worst records 
in s'milar establishments. In different 
furniture plants, for example, there are

variations up to 66 accidents per million 
man-hours worked! 


While this wide variation in the 
safety of different plants doing the same 
kind of work indicates a lack of safety 
effort, it also points the way to rapid 
improvement. If one company can do 
it, all companies can do it. Methods by 
which safety has been accomp! shed are 
open to everybody in the business. 


The best improvements in safety have 
come in localities where management 
representatives from a number of 
woodworking establishments got to- 
gether for monthly meetings to talk 
about their mutual acc’dent problems 
Since the wood products industries. 
generally, are grouped in communities 
of smilar establishments, organizations 
of this sort may easily be formed in 
every woodworking center. 


In the National Safety Council, a 
particularly active group of company 
representatives serves as the executive 
committee of the Wood Products Sec- 
tion. These men come from widely 
scattered parts of the country and each 
one of them is available to escist any 
local group in organizing for safety

The 
bureau of ships of 
the navy depart- 
ment is so well pleased with the co- 
operation of private industry that the 
use of laminated wood bids fair to be- 
come a standard method in wooden 
ship building.

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preservative-treated wood. Preserva- 
tive-treated wood can be glued into 
straight laminated members, then steam 
bent into curved ship timbers. These 
developments make possible longer 
service life for the ships as well as 
conserve our lumber resources by ef- 
ficiently utilizing additional grades, 
sizes and species of wood. 


Many new products are being de- 
veloped which incorporate the princi- 
ples of laminating. Experimental keel 
blocks for use in dry docks have been 
laminated from various kinds of wood 
and are currently undergoing service 
tests at military installations. Laminated 
railroad ties made in accordance with 
new designs are being glued with scft- 
wood cores and hardwood bearing sur- 
faces. These ties will be treated with 


creosote and then placed in track for 
actual service testing. 


A number of additional developments, 
such as laminated poles and 2 x 4’s 
out of 1 x 4’s are now under way at 
both government and private organiza- 
tions, but their current classified status 
prohibits their discussion at this time. 


A new type of planking which has 
been introduced into commercial usage 
in 1952 relies on a mechanical fastening 
to hold the small pieces of wood to- 
gether. This planking, composed of 
numerous edge-grain strips obtained

been tested extensively and found to 
have outstanding properties. A large 
railread warehouse is currently being 
floored with this product. 


The use of structural glued laminated 
lumber in building ccnstruction has ex- 
panded considerably during 1952. Ac- 
ceptance of this type of construction by 
government agencies, architects and en- 
gineers has been, to a large degree, a 
result of product standardization by 
the industry. Standard specifications 
for the design and fabrication of lami- 
nated Douglas fir, west coast hemlock, 
Sitka spruce and western red cedar, 
prepared by the West Coast Lumber- 
men’s Association, and southern pine, 
prepared by the Southern Pine Associa- 
tion, although published in the latter 
part of 1951, were given full recogni- 
tion during 1952. A similar specifica- 
tion is being prepared by the hardwood 
industry. 


Timber construction using mechanical 
fasteners, such as split rings, with lam- 
inated members is now big business. 
To insure high standards of the prod- 
uct, as well as solution of mutual prob- 
lems, members of the timber fabricating 
industry have organized the American 
Institute of Timber Construction. 


The future of the laminating industry 
is bright. As the techniques of laminat- 
ing are further refined, more and more 
products will be produced by this prac- 
tical method of making big ones out 
of little ones. 


Laboratory kiln- 
drying schedules. 
Mechan‘zed equip- 
ment has lowered 
handling costs and 
the new schedules 


are increasing the efficiency of present 
kiln equipment. 


Piling methods for both air drying 
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and kiln drying are continually scruti- 
nized for ways and means of reducing 
costs. In order to reduce the man- 
hours required to pile lumber, auto- 
matic and semi-automatic stacking 
equipment is being installed at a great 
number of plants. These mechanical 
aids are used for building both unit 
packages for lift truck handling and 
loads for conventional kiln trucks. 
Some are quite efficient; others are 
primarily designed to reduce the bur- 
den of lumber handling. 


At many air-drying yards a remark- 
able change has occurred—lumber is 
no longer piled by hand but is han- 
dled in unit packages by carriers and 
lift trucks. Man-hour requirements 
have been significantly reduced where 
mechanized handling equipment is 
used. In some instances, however, pack- 
age stickering and placement in the 
yard have suffered, and increased 
staining, splitting, surface checking, and 
warping may result. 


In addition to its use for piling unit 
packages for air drying, the lift truck is 
also being used extensively for handling 
lumber around dry kilns. The trackless, 
package-loaded type of kiln has certain 
advantages, and when it is installed the 
lift truck is used to load and unload 
it. Lift trucks are also being used to 
load kiln trucks for the conventional 
track-type kiln. When the kiln trucks 
are loaded with packages, usually two 
units wide and three high, they are 
moved and switched around in the 
usual manner. Obviously, where both 
air drying and kiln drying methods are 
combined at a plant, package handling 
has many advantages. Perhaps the most 
important one is the elimination of the 
need for repiling for kiln drying after 
air drying. 
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Although special drying processes in- 
volving new and different kiln designs 
are always of interest to the wood- 
working and lumber industries, the 
great bulk of lumber is being dried in 
ventilated kilns of one type or another 
The advantages of forced air circula- 
tion, with automatic control of the dry- 
and wet-bulb temperatures, have made 
this type of kiln very popular, and con- 
version of many-of the older natural 
draft kilns is continuing. 


As kiln operating costs increase, the 
need for improved performance be- 
comes evident. Usually this means re- 
ducing kiln time, which can be effec- 
tively accomplished through schedule 
modification. In 1951, the Forest Prod- 
ucts Laboratory recommended new 
schedules for the kiln drying of com- 
merc‘al species. These schedules, which 
incorporate new ideas as to methods of 
accelerating the drying rate and re- 
ducing drying defects, are finding ex- 
tensive usefulness, particularly in the 
kiln drying of hardwoods. 


Kiln operators and others have 
known that green or partially air-dried 
hardwoods are d fficult to kiln dry in 
a relatively short time without serious 
footage losses due to checking, splitting, 
and sometimes honeycombing. The 
problem has been to get a better con- 
cept of when the two accelerators that 
speed up kiln drying—low relative hu- 
midity and high dry-b'lb temperature 
—can be pushed to the floor board 
The new Forest Products Laboratory 
schedules do this and open the way for 
the kiln operator to mod’fy schedules 
further toward the severe side, with- 
out incurring serious degrade losses 


The drying schedule used must em- 
ploy combinations of temperature and 
relative humidity that will contro] 
checking, splitting, and honeycombing 
Yet, in order to obtain fast drying, the 
operator must use a low relative hu- 
midity and a high temperature when 
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quality machines now avail- 
able to the woodworking in-

The new Forest 
Products Laboratory schedules are 
generally based on the concept that 
relative huridity can be lowered when 
about one-third of the moisture in the 
green wood has been evaporated, and 
that relatively high dry-bulb tempera- 


IT HAS long been 
an accepted fact that 
our fores‘s .have to 
pay their way. In 
recent years the 
sustained h‘gh de- 
mand, coupled with actual shortages 
that pushed timber prices up, has clear- 
ly derronstrated that good forestry can 
be profitable. At the same time, h‘gher 
prices for finished wood products have 
corpelled those concerned with wood 
utilization to look hard at wasteful 
practices in order to get every last 
nickel’s worth from each tree. Eco- 
nomic conditions have thus fostered 
real progress toward both better utili- 
zation and sound conservation. 


The year 1952 has seen solid advances 
in both d rections. Utilization in par- 
ticular has benefited. Lumbermen are 
no longer content to skim the cream 
from the forests in one quick slash. 
There’s pre-logging, and re-logging, 
and salvage lozging—all designed to 
remove usable timber with least dam- 
age to the remaining trees. Even tops, 
branches, broken and misshapen logs, 
and other materials once discarded are 
coming into use; portable chippers are 
getting intensive development and trial 
as means of preparing logging refuse 
for paper and board mills. 


At the sawmills, logs are being more 
carefully handled to get the utmost in 
quality as well as quantity from them.

Most timber goes into lumber for 
construction, and here, too. progress is 
evident toward better utilization. The 
lower grades are being used in many 
places where the use requirements in- 
dicate that they are just as serviceable 
as higher grades: in wall sheathing, 
sub-floor:ng, and the like. Prefab: icated 
houses, with their economies of ma- 
terial such as are poss ble with the 
stressed cover construction principles 
developed by the Forest Products Lab- 
oratory, are gradually winning public 
acceptance as they demonstrate good 
performance. 


The improvements in glues and glu- 
ing metheds made in recent years are 
paying off. Laminated construction for 
barn rafters, for beams and columns 
and arches and trusses of large struc- 
tures, and for keels, frames, and other 
timbering of boats and sh’ps is a 
healthy, expanding industry possible 
only because of waterproof adhesives.

AMERICAN CHESTNUT 
A Blight-stricken Species 
Castanea dentata, 
(MARSHALL) BoRKHAUSEN 


Habitat—Before the chestnut blight 
gained its present headway, chestnut was 
found from southern Maine throughout 
the northern states to the foothills of the 
southern Appalachian Mountains and 
west as far as southern Michigan through 
Indiana to northern Mississippi. 


Growth and Appearance—Suited to a va- 
riety of soils, chestnut attains its greatest 
size on well drained slopes in western 
North Carolina and eastern Tennessee. 
Here trees 100 feet high with trunks 5 
and 6 feet in diameter are found. The 
tapering trunk divides into several hori- 
zontal or ascending branches to form a 
broad, somewhat pyramidal head. 


Availability and Use—There has never 
been a more deadly blight decimate a 
valuable species than has the American 
chestnut blight. This fungus disease, im- 
ported from Asia before our plant quaran- 
tine laws were enacted, was first recog- 
nized in New York City in 1904. At the 
present time the blight has pretty well 
covered some of the areas where the 
tree formerly grew and is even now 
reaching into southern Indiana and 
northern Mississippi. The ironical and 
pathetic thing is that chestnut reproduces 
readily from sprouts and seeds. These 
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Due to lack of space, others are given 


young trees live a year or so and then 
are struck down by the disease. A heroic 
and energetic fight is being waged by 
many states assisted by the U.S. Agri- 
cultural Department. 


Before the blight gained its present 
headway, the chestnut was sought after 
for firewood, fence posts, pulpwood, fur- 
niture, packing cases and crates. Tannin— 
that material at one time so valued by 
the leather industry—was obtained from 
its thick bark. When the blight is brought 
under control or a tree developed whieh 
can withstand it, chestnut will again enjoy 
wide usage. 


AMERICAN ELM or WHITE ELM 
A Dignified and Courtly Landscape Tree 
Ulmus americana, LinNAEus 


Habitat—This tree grows in low fertile 
hills and river bottoms from southern 
Newfoundland to central Florida, west 
of the north shore of Lake Superior to 
the Turtle Mountains of North Dakota 
and to the northern Rocky Mountains. 
The western end of the range of its 
growth includes the banks of streams 
in western Nebraska, central Kansas, 
Oklahoma through Texas to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


Growth and Appearance—If ever there 
was a tree with a dignified appearance 
it is the American elm. This tree is also 
known as the white elm and in a few 
isolated areas as the water or soft elm. 
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Common heights of 80 to 100 feet are 
attained with 2 to 4 feet trunk diam- 
eters. In very favorable soils it may 
grow to 140 feet with a trunk diameter 
of 11 feet. This elm grows from seed 
and also sprouts from stumps and root 
ends. Horticultural types are produced 
by cutting, buds and grafts. 


Availability and Use—A blight has been 
recently discovered which is more deadly 
than either the elm leaf beetle or the 
Dutch elm disease. 


The light brown wood is heavy, hard, 
tough and so cross-grained that it is 
hard to split. The sapwood has a broad 
area that is lighter in color. The wood is 


useful for hubs of wheels, hoops and 


staves for slack cooperage, furniture, 
flooring, shipbuilding, sporting goods, 
boxes and crates. 


AMERICAN HOLLY 
Prominent in Early Pagan Rites and 


Modern Yuletide Decoration 


Ilex opaca, Arron 

Habitat—No tree is so closely identified 
with both Christian and pagan festivals 
as is the holly. American holly, the tree 
we associate so universally with Christ- 
mas, is generally found in moist wood- 
lands southern Massachusetts to 
Florida and throughout the gulf states. 
It is also being grown extensively on the 
West Coast , 


trom 


Growth and Appearance—It has shiny, 
leathery leaves and bright red_ berries. 
It usually grows to heights of from 20 
to 50 feet. Superficially it resembles the 
English holly. The name holly is believed 
to be a contraction of Holy Week. Of the 
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13 members of the genus “Ilex” in the 
U. S., the American holly is the only one 
of economic importance. 


Availability and Use—The wood is white, 
close-grained and, though it is not strong, 
comparatively tough. Its qualities make 
it adaptable for scrollwork. Carvers and 
decorators use it because the color and 
texture of the wood resemble ivory. 
It is feared that nature will not be able 
to keep reproducing American holly as 
rapidly as it is being used, particularly 
because it is limited and scattered in its 
range. The heartwood is creamy or ivory, 
turning brown with age. It takes a high 
polish. The sapwood is wide and whiter 
than the heartwood. The wood is used 
for small musical instruments, turnings, 
cabinet work and key tops for pianos 
and organs. 


ATLANTIC WHITECEDAR 
Few Trees Grow More Densely 


Chamaecyparis thyoides 


(L.) Brirron, STEARNS AND POGGENBERG 
Habitat—Atlantic whitecedar, although 
found on the eastern gulf coast, is a tree 
of the eastern coastal region from south- 
ern Maine to southeastern Mississippi. 
It prefers fresh water swamps, along 
streams and on land subject to frequent 
flooding. In moist areas it grows in very 
dense stands. 


Growth and Appearance—Names of vatri- 
ous species of trees are at times very 
confusing. The name “cedar” is one of 
the most confusing. At first applied only 
to the genus “Cedrus,” it has been sub- 
sequently used for many kinds of trees. 
Spanish cedar is an example. Whitecedar, 
as the one word construction indicates, 
is not a true cedar. Then we have 
Atlantic whitecedar which is also com- 
monly known as southern white cedar, 
swamp cedar, coast white cedar, post 
cedar and juniper. The average height 
of Atlantic whitecedar is 80 feet with 
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trunk diameters up to 4 feet. In the 
north, however, where it is frequently 
referred to as juniper, it is much smaller- 
up to 50 feet in height and trunks up 
to 2 feet in diameter. 


Availabili‘y and Use—In resistance to de- 
cay the heartwood ranks with the most 
durable of It is preferred for 
siding, porch lumber, shingles, poles, 
small boats, tanks, pails and tubs—par- 
ticularly ice cream packing tubs. Its 
light weight is an additional advantage. 
Large trees are often used for telephone 
poles and smaller trees for posts, grape 
stakes and similar products. Its thin bark 
and inflammable foliage make it subject 
to damage by fire. However, it is prac- 
tically free from insect attack and fungi.

BALSAM FIR 
Christmas Trees That Cannot Stand City 
Smoke 


Abies balsamea, (LINNAEUS) MILLER 
Habitat—Native to areas from Labrador 
through New England and Canada to 
the Yukon, south along the eastern 
mountains to southwestern Virginia, 
balsam fir grows from sea level to eleva- 
tions of nearly 6000 feet. 


Growth and Appearance—Balsam fir is a 
symmetrically pyramidal tree rarely taller 
than 60 feet at low levels. At high eleva- 
tions and on windy mountain heights 
dense, dwarfed mats are formed. Its life 
span is about 100 years, seldom beyond 
150 years. The upper crown leaves are 
short, plump, incurved with the longer 
leaves near the base. These leaves stay 
on the twigs about eight years, providing 
food for deer and other wild life.

BASSWOOD or LINDEN 
The Tree of Many Uses 


Tilia americana, LinNAEus 


Habitat—The linden or basswood has a 
wide range over the eastern half of the 
U. S. and north into New Brunswick to 
the eastern shores of Lake Superior, Its 
southern range is confused with that of 
the white basswood which differs, among 
other features, in the leaves which are 
silvery white and covered with fine hairs 
on the lower surface. 


Growth and Appearance—This tree is 
1 handsome, compact affair from a to 
100 feet high and with a trunk 2 to 3 
feet in diameter. Its brown bark is deeply 
furrowed and stringy; its wood is whit 
or pale brown, soft, close grained, free 
from knots and relatively hard to split. 
Its abundant foliage provides welcome 
shade for cattle and the flowers are 
sweet with nectar. Honey gathered from 
it has a delicious and characteristic flavor 
The tree grows rapidly, develops from 
stump sprouts as well as from seeds 
and matures in from 90 to 140 years. 


Availability and Use—The white to 


creamy brown wood is desirable because 
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of its white color. It is lightweight and 
has good working qualities. It is used for 
wooden-ware, slack cooperage, boxes, ve- 
neer, excelsior, paper pulp and_ small 
paper products. Nearly every part of the 
tree is used. Its branches make good 
charcoal; the leaves furnish fodder for 
cattle, particularly during dry spells. The 
flowers ure distilled by perfume makers 
and its seed balls give oil for cooking 
and table use. Ropes and fish nets are 
made from the tough fibre of the inner 
bark and the wood is sometimes used 
to make chair seats and vehicle bodies. 
While the leaves are frequently disfigured 
by insects, the tree seldom succumbs to 
their attacks. Fire often causes hollow 


butts which permit the entrance of de- 


structive fungi. 


BEECH 


The Lightning-proot Tree 


Fagus grandifolia, EnRuart 


Habitat—The ever sentimental and ap- 
preciative American Indian, according 
to legend, claimed that the beech was 
mever hit by lightning. Therefore it of- 
fered protection during electrical storms. 
Another interesting tradition comes from 
morthern Europe where it is said that the 
ancients did their writing on beech tab- 
lets. Beech is found from New Brunswick, 
Canada and the Great Lakes south to 
Missouri and Texas, then east to the 
Atlantic. It grows almost everywhere from 
the margins of streams to moderately 
high mountains. ’ 


Growth and Appearance—The tree grows 
to a height of 120 feet with a trunk 4 
feet in diameter. Often the trunk is clear 
of branches for 60-70 feet. Each tree 
has separate male and female Howers. 
The nuts resulting from these 
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edible 


flowers are responsible for the classical 
Latin name of the tree, meaning to eat. 
Slow of growth, beech takes 300 to 400 
years to mature and survives pretty well 
considering the fact that it is an easy 
victim to ground fires due to its thin 
bark and is also subject to attack from 
several injurious insects and fungi. 


Availability and Use—Men and animals 
both enjoy the sweet nuts that ripen 
after the first frost or thereabouts. Ruffed 
grouse, wild turkey, bobwhite and ring- 
necked pheasant feed on these nuts when- 
ever they can find them. 


The wood is light red, heavy, hard, 
strong, close-grained and difficult to split. 
However, it shrinks a good deal in drying 
and is not durable when in contact with 
the soil. It takes a high polish and wears 
well when subjected to friction under 
water. It is ideal for food containers as 
it is odorless. Other uses are for furniture, 
flooring, wooden-ware, handles and novel- 
ties.

Habitat—The last of the commercially 
valuable four western maples, bigleaf 
maple’s range extends along the Pacific 
Coast from Alaska to southern California. 
It needs moisture, growing best on the 
border of hills at sea level to elevations 
over 3000 feet in Washington and Ore- 
gon and 6000 feet in California. 


Growth and Appearance—The ordinary 
height is about 60 feet with 2 to 3 feet 
diameters. The tree rarely lives beyond 
200 years and serves as a host for para- 
sitic plants such as ferns, mosses and 
lichens. The older trees bear the big 
leaves from which it derives its name. 
Open-grown trees produce abundant 
quantities of seed nearly every year, but 
production in the dense forest is sporadic. 


Availability and Use—The firm, fine- 
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grained wood is light brown or red 
tinted and takes a high polish. Most of 
the wood goes into furniture production 
although large quantities are made into 
flooring, interior finish, broom handles, 
saddles, pulleys, boats, boxes and baskets. 
At times curly or wavy wood is found 
as well as fancy grained burls. These 
are made into furniture veneer and novel- 
ties. Well suited for ornamental purposes 
within its natural range, it is a favorite 
street tree in many of our western towns. 
It does not grow well under eastern con- 
ditions, however. 


BLACK CHERRY 

Uses Vary From Cough Syrup to Fur- 
niture 

Prunus serotina, EHRHART 

Habitat—Black cherry does best in the 

southern Appalachians where ages up to 

200 years are attained. It will grow al- 

most anywhere but prefers deep, rich 

soil with uniform moisture. 


Growth and Appearance—The Latin name 
“serotina” refers to the late-appearing 
leaves which come after the flowers. 
The word “Prunus” is the classical name 
for plums and cherries. Drooping clusters 
of pea-sized cherries, so dark red as to 
be nearly black, develop in late summer. 
Availability and Use—The wood is used 
in many ways—cough syrup and flavoring 
are some of them. Printers and engrav- 
ers find black cherry wood ideal for 
backing engravings because it works 
easily, stands hard usage and is little 
affected by changes in temperature and 
humidity. 


When wounded a gum similar to gum 
arabic exudes from the bark. Slender, 
smooth red-brown twigs, leaves and in- 
ner bark contain prussic acid used medi- 
cinally. Oddly this same acid will cause 
illness and death to livestock if they 
eat the wilted leaves. The use of black 
cherry in colonial days for furniture, in- 
terior trim and tool handles still con- 
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tinues. It has mahogany’s trait of deep- 
ening in color as it ages, placing it close 
to walnut in popularity for veneer, cabi- 
net work and fine furniture. 


BLACK LOCUST 

Makes Good “Pins” for Telephone and 
Transmission Lines 

Robinia pseudoacacia, LinNaEus 

Habitat—Originally a native of the Ap- 

palachian Mountains, from Pennsvlvania 

to Georgia and to parts of Arkansas and 

eastern Oklahoma, it now grows in all 

of the states. 


Growth and Appearance—Among_ the 
reasons for its infiltration into many of 
the states is the fact that it is unusually 
well adapted to the reclamation of soils 
and the control of erosion. These two 
important functions are because of its 
widespreading fibrous root system, its 
tendency to send up new shoots from 
the roots and the ability which it has 
with most other leguminous plants to 
develop nitrogen-fixing nodules on its 
roots. The tree may attain heights of 40 
to 80 feet and trunk diameters of 2 to 
4 feet. It seldom lives over 100 years. 
The open branching and frond-like leaves 
give the crown the appearance of a 
plume. The alternate and pinnately com- 
pound yellow green leaves are 8 to 14 
inches long and composed of 7 to 19 
rounded leaflets, each on a slender stalk 


Availability and Use—Black locust is 
stronger and stiffer than white oak and 
is preferred above all other woods for 
use as insulator pins installed on the 
cross arms of telephone and power trans- 
mission lines. Fence posts, mine timbers, 
poles and tool handles are also made 
from this wood 
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BLACK TUPELO 

Che Chewing Gum Tree 

Nyssa sylvatica, MARSHALL 
Habitat—Fossil forms indicate that the 
species was once distributed over much 
of North America, Europe and Asia— 
Now—outside of North America—only a 
single species is found in southeastern 
Asia. Black tupelo grows in a variety of 
soils—swamps, bottom lands and moist 
uplands. Its range includes the region 
east of the Mississippi River and west 
through southeastern Missouri to eastern 
Texas. It does best in the southern Ap- 
palachian Mountains, North Carolina and 


lennessee. 


Growth and Appearance—It attains a 
height from 60 to 80 feet and trunks 3 
to 5 feet in diameter. Its many up- 
reaching twigs and small branches in 
the upper crown make it resemble a 
pear tree. The “tupelo” part of its name 
is from the Indians. It is also known 
is the pepperidge tree. 


Availability and Use—Although not dur- 
ible without treatment, it has long been 
the choice where a hard, tough wood is 
needed. Formerly such things as ox yokes 
and wagon wheel hubs were made from 
it. Now factory flooring, tool handles, 
shipping containers, wooden-ware, ve- 
neers for baskets and boxes, pulleys, gun 
stocks, pistol grips and wooden shoes 
ure made from it. The brilliant foliage 
and symmetrical shape make the tupelo 
a favorite ornamental tree. 


Southern youngsters find the sweet 
gum of the tupelo tree an excellent and 
inexpensive substitute for “boughten 
chewing gum.” It is known by many 
names—15 states call it black gum; 14, 
sour gum; 11, tupelo; 8, pepperidge. 
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BLACK WALNUT 
For Fine Furniture 
Juglans nigra, LINNAEUS 


Habitat—Black walnut is found generally 
throughout the eastern half of the United 
States with the exception of the coastal 
regions, from Maryland, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia, west to eastern Iowa and Mis- 
souri, south to Texas and then east to 
the northern end of Florida. 


Growth and Appearance—Black walnut 
is a fairly large tree and is closely re- 
lated to the butternut or white walnut. 
It prefers deep rich soil with plenty of 
moisture. Under ideal conditions it grows 
to 150 feet, more often, however, only 
100, with trunk diameters varying from 
3 to 6 feet. The round, light green fruit, 
which are one and a half to three inches 
in diameter, consist of a thick pulpy hull 
containing a single hard shelled nut. 
These nuts mature in a single season and 
are used in various forms of cookery. 


Availability and Use—The wood of the 
black walnut is a soft brown color. It 
is coarse-grained and easy to work. In 


many ways it is stronger than white oak. 


Since colonial days it has been used 
for fine furniture and interior panels 
It ranks first among American cabinet 
woods. Some of the reasons for the popu- 
larity of walnut include its stability after 
seasoning, good machining properties, 
uniformity of texture, shock resisting 
qualities and its high resistance to decay. 
During World War I it was used ex- 
tensively for propeller blades and gun 
stocks. It makes beautiful veneer.

Habitat—Keeping well back from the 
coast lines of the Atlantic and the Gulf, 
its range extends westward from north- 
ern New England through southern 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
south through Iowa, eastern Kansas and 
central Oklahoma and Texas to the Gulf. 
It is also found in an isolated area in 


southeastern New Mexico. 


Growth and Appearance—Although _ it 
will grow on dry hillsides and rocky 
ridges, it much prefers and gains com- 
sizes on rich, deep soils, par- 
ticularly in the basin of the Mississippi 
and its tributaries. Good forest growth 
includes trees to 160 feet in height and 
5 or more feet in diameter.

Growth and Appearance—Douglas fir is 
frequently called red fir, Oregon pine, 
Douglas spruce and Douglas yew. The 
Douglas prefix is traceable to the intro- 
duction of the tree to England in 1827 
by a Scotchman named David Douglas. 
It had previously been discovered in 1791 
by Dr. Archibald Menzies who did not 
get “name” credit for his discovery. 


Douglas fir is from seed in 
nurseries, then transplanted to forest plan- 
tations. Under natural conditions it grows 
at sea level with 100 inches of rainfall 
to elevations of 11,000 feet with only 15 
inches of rain annually. The tree attains

Availablility and Use—The scarcity of the 
tree has increased its importance. The 
light buff, soft, coarse-grained wood is not 
durable when exposed to the elements, 
splinters easily and is subject to wind- 
iin. Offsetting these deficiencies, it is 
practically odorless, possesses remarkable 
holding power for both nails and spikes 
and has been found a source of chemical 
ulp for the manufacture of paper. The 
on te is used mostly for railroad ties, 
large beams, general construction, boxing 
and crating.

EASTERN REDCEDAR 

Fence Posts Require 17,000,000 Annually 
Juniperus virginiana, LINNAEUS 
Habitat—This tree does well from the 
northernmost tip of Maine south through 
Georgia, west to eastern Texas and north- 
ward into Minnesota and Wisconsin. 


Growth and Appearance—A juniper rather 
than a true cedar, this tree belongs to 
the cedar family which has some 35 
known species found in glacial deposits 
throughout the world. Of the 11 species 
native to the United States, redcedar is 
most widely distributed and important. 
In the spring small male and female 
flowers appear on different trees, infre- 
quently on the same one. A dark blue, 
fleshy, highly aromatic, berry-like cone 
develops, usually with two to four tiny 
brown wingless seeds. Early that autumn 
the green berries mature, dark purplish 
blue covered with a white powdery 
bloom. These berries provide food for 
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birds and possess medicinal values. Every 
two or three years crops of berries are 
abundant. However, only about 50% of 
these seeds germinate and the tree onl 
reproduces by seed. 


Availability and Use—This wood has the 
reputation of having a fragrance which 
will keep away moths. The odor may have 
something to do with it, but the fact that 
the wood is very moisture absorbent 
really is far more effective in keeping the 
cedar-lined chest free from moths. 


The slow-grown, fine-grained, brittle 
wood of highly aromatic quality is bright 
pinkish red to deep reddish brown. It 
is easily worked, durable and takes a high 
polish. It is used for lead pencils, lining 
for clothes chests and closets, cigar boxes 
canoes and a wide variety of wooden- 
ware.

Growth and Appearance—The tree grows 
rapidly, often to a height of 70 feet. The 
leaves of the horsechestnut are from 6 
to 15 inches in diameter and the leaflets 
are from 4 to 8 inches long. Showy, 
pyramidal flower clusters 6 to 12 inches 
high appear in June and July when the 
tree is in full foliage. The fruit, ripening 
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in September, consists of smooth nuts, 
each bearing a whitish scar. These are 
without importance and so 
bitter as to be inedible without special 
treatment. Powdered dried mixed 
with two parts of wheat flour and alum 
water are said to make a vermin-repellent 
bookbinder’s paste. The tree may have 
acquired its common name from _ the 
legendary use of the fruit as a source 
of medicine for horses.

|} Growth and Appearance—Under favor- 
able conditions, this tree occasionally 
j attains 70 feet ip height and 3 to 6 feet 
fin diameter.

Fmost of its wood is added during early 
years. It may reach ages of 250 to 300 
years. The smaller twigs and branchlets 
are so densely covered by scale-like leaves 
that they appear to be the leaves them- 
selves. The Indians referred to this tree 
as the “feather leaf tree.” The trunk of 
the tree is frequently distorted and twist- 
ed; the thin, fibrous, light brown bark 
may seem to spiral around the tree. 


Availabili'y and Use—The consumption 
of northern whitecedar has depleted what 
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was once a most important source of 
supply in the lake states to a point where 
its quantity is no longer surveyed in that 
area as sawtimber. This tree does . not 
begin to bear seed until upward of 15 
years of age. 


The wood is pale yellow brown, soft, 
brittle, aromatic, coarse-grained, light- 
weight and durable in contact with the 
soil. The white sapwood is thin and sur- 
rounds the heartwood. It is easy to work 
with little tendency to warp or shrink.

Growth and Appearance—Trees reach 60 
to 80 feet and 2 to 3 feet in diameter. 
Singly or in clusters, the creamy white- 
stemmed and open-crowned paper birch 
has bright green summer foliage and gives 
a lacy appearance in the winter. On 


young trees and older branches the 
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chalky, lustrous white bark peels easily 
and may be separated into paper-thin 
layers. As the tree grows older the outer 
bark rolls back in irregular, frayed, hori- 
zontal sheets and the blotchy blackened 
lower trunk develops increasingly deep 
fissures. 


Availability and Use—The close-grained, 
hard, fairly tough heartwood is light 
brown tinged with red and the thick 
sapwood is nearly white. The wood works 
readily, but its not durable in contact with 
the soil.

Habitat—The range of pecan has been 
greatly widened by cultivation. Its natural 
range extends southward from eastern 
Iowa through southern Illinois and south- 
ern Indiana, western Kentucky, western 
Tennessee, central Mississippi and Ala- 
bama to Louisiana, west to Missouri, 
southeastern Kansas, eastern Oklahoma 
through Arkansas to central Texas and 
Mexico. 


Growth and Appearance—It is a tree of 
the bottom lands, demanding the rich 
moist soil found along streams and rivers. 
Pecan is the largest of the lickories as 
well as the longest lived. Trees more than 
350 years of age have been found. It is a 
large tree with a massive trunk and stout, 
spreading branches which, under forest 
conditions, form a narrow, symmetrical, 
inverse pyramidal crown. The tree oc- 
casionally grows to heights of 160 feet or 
more.

Growth and Appearance—The height this 
trée attains is from 175 to 200 feet and 
trunk diameters up to 12 feet. This is 
the largest of the three North American 
members of the genus “Chamaecyparis.” 
The reddish brown, fibrous bark may 
become 6” to 10” thick, and is divided 
into broad ridges marked by loose, thin 
shreds separated by deep irregular longi- 
tudinal fissures. 


Availability and Use—The even-grained 
wood is moderately soft and durable. It 
is easily worked, capable of a high polish, 
holds paint well and is easy to season. 
Because of its resistance to the action of 
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acids, the most important use is for stor- 
age battery separators. Other commercial 
uses include Venetian blind slats, mill- 
work, deck and boat construction, ply- 
wood for aircraft, railway ties, mine tim- 
bers and flooring. An oil is also distilled 
from the wood for use in soap. 


The sawtimber stand of Port Orford 
whitecedar has been estimated at 745,- 
000,000 board feet. The average annual 
cut has approximated 60,000,000 board 
feet. In aduition to that sawed into lum- 
ber, considerable quantities of high grade 
logs and bolts are cut into veneer and 
dimension stock. 


QUAKING ASPEN 
Most Widely Distributed Tree in 
America 
Populus tremuloides, Micuaux 
Habitat—The tree can be found through- 
out North America—from Labrador, Hud- 
son Bay, the Yukon Territory, within the 
Arctic Circle in Alaska to northern Mex- 
ico, Lower California and from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, from sea level to 
10,000 feet altitude. 


Growth and Appearance—It is easily 
killed by fire, but its very vigorous sprout- 
ing permits it to return quickly. It is so 
subject to heart rot that many trees are 
useless before reaching 50 years. Aspen 
grows to about 50 feet in height and 18 
inches to 20 inches in diameter. In the 
southern Rockies it attains a height of 
100 feet and 3 feet in diameter. The two 
sexes are on different trees. 


Availability and Use—It is used mostly 
for paper pulp.

RED FIR 
The Tree Seeks A Place In The Lumber 
Market 
Abies magnifica, Murray 
Habitat—This fir has a very limited range 
within the U.S. At elevations of 7000 to 
9000 feet above sea level in Oregon and 
California, it develops into a tall sym- 
metrical tree with dark blue-green fo- 
liage. 
Growth and Appearance—Red fir is a 
really magnificent tree attaining heights 
up to 175 feet and trunk diameters up to 
5 feet. It lives for almost 400 years. There 
are more than 25 fir species in the north- 
ern hemisphere and 11 of these are native 
within the borders of the United States, 
7 growing only in the western mountain 
regions. Ked fir is far more durable to 
exposure and soil contact than are the 
woods of any of the other native firs. 


Availability and Use—~The wood has a 
reddish tinge, is fine-grained, straight, 
soft, light and brittle. The stand of red 
fir is about 10,000,000,000 board feet or 
about 10% of all of the true native fir 
species on the West Coast. Like white 
fir, the principal uses for red fir lumber 
include mine timbers, bridge flooring and 
packing boxes. The lumber as yet has 
no definite place in the lumber market.

The blisters on the bark are the source 
of an oleo-resin known as Canada balsam, 
used for mounting microscopic specimens, 
for medicinal purposes and in the manu- 
facture of some varnishes. The leaves of 
the tree are injured by smoke or other 
atmospheric impurities so this tree is 
unsuitable for planting in cities or in the 
vicinity of factories using soft coal. 


RED MAPLE 

With the Curly and Bird's-eye Grain 
Acer rubrum, LINNAEUS 

Habitat—A spreading symmetrical tree 
extending over most of the eastern half 
of this country and Canada, the red 
maple grows to heights of from 75 to 150 
feet and up to 5 feet in trunk diameter. It 
prefers low, swampy ground and the 
banks of streams, thus earning the name 
of swamp maple. 


Growth and Appearance—The name red 
maple is quite well justified in that this 
tree displays something red during every 
season of the year. In spring, the blos- 
soms; in summer, the key fruits; in aut- 
umn, the leaves; in winter, the bark on 
the twigs; and the heartwood has a red- 
dish tinge. Red maple is best known by 
its three to five-lobed, doubly toothed, 
simple, bright green leaves which are 
three to four inches Jong, nearly as broad, 
and occur opposite one another on the 
twigs. 


Availability and Use— Insofar as lumber 
for ordinary use is concerned, it is not 
distinguished from the other maples. 
Commercially red maple holds second 
place to the sugar maple. The wood of 
red maple closely resembles that of hard 
maple except that the heartwood is light 
brown tinged with red while the sap- 
wood is lighter colored. The wood is 
close-grained, hard, easy to work and 
when the grain is curly or “bird's eye” 
makes beautiful veneer.

AETNA--PLYWOOD FOR EVERY PURPOSE 
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The brief descriptions in this glossary have been compiled from several sources 
and are intended to explain terms used most generally in the veneer and plywood 


industry. 


adhesive—A broader term than glue, 
which ordinarily does not include the 
recently developed adhesives. Adhe- 
sion is defined as the ‘‘sticking to- 
gether of substances in contact.” 

aging—Time needed for plywood after 
the initial adhesive grip, until the 
maximum strength of the joint is de- 
veloped. 


air-dry—When the moisture content is 
approximately the same as moisture 
content of the surrounding air. 

elbumin—Soluble dried blood as used in 
adhesives. 


alf-veneer construction—Plywood without 
lumber cores, more frequently multi- 
ply for strength requirements, often 
7-ply or 9-ply, to equal the thickness 
of conventional lumber-core plywood. 
The maximum thickness of any single 
sheet of veneer seldom exceeds %"’. 

animal glue—See glue. 

assembly—Collecting and placing in or- 
der layers of veneer, lumber, and other 
materials with adhesive, preparatory 
to pressing into plywood. 

back—The unexposed or opposite surface 
to the face or the exposed side of a 
sheet of plywood. 

belanced—Plywood having odd number 
of plies, symmetrical on both sides of 
center line, and with an equal amount 
of wood in each grain direction. 

bale—Bundle of freshly glued plywood 
held together with clamp irons after 
removal from cold press. 
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banding—A strip of wood, usually se- 
lected to match the face veneer, that 
extends around one or more sides of 
a lumber or all-veneer core with its 
grain usually extending the long way. 
Banding will facilitate shaping edges 
or can be finished flat to conceal core 
or crossbands. 

bark—tThe rough skin or natural exterior 
of a tree, 

bark pocket—Comparatively small area 
of bark around which normal wood has 
grown. 

bastard sawn—Lumber or veneer, usu- 
ally hardwood, in which the annual 
growth rings make angles of 30° to 
60° with the surface of the piece. 


bird’s eye—Caused by local sharp de- 
pressions in annual rings, accom- 
panied by considcrable fibre distor- 
tions; once formed, succeeding growth 
rings follow the same contour for 
many years. In plain-sawn and rotary 
cut veneer, these depressions cut cross- 
wise show circlets slightly resembling 
a bird’s eye. 

blister—In plywood, either due to ad- 
hesive not sticking or adhering prop- 
erly or to an entire lack of adhesive 
at that point, or not enough pressure. 
In tne case of hot-pressing, a pocket 
of steam may develop causing a bulge 
or blister. 

blister figure—A small knoll-like eleva- 
tion in the wood due to an uneven 
contour of the annual rings, not 
blisters in the wood. 
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block—The section of the log, usually 
4’ to 10’ long, from which veneers are 
cut on a rotary lathe. 

blue-stain——-A form of sap stain pro 
ducing a bluish discoloration usually 
confined to the sapwood, caused by 
a fungus growth 

bole—The trunk of the tree 

bond—Grip of adhesive on wood at the 
line of application, particularly with 
heat-reactive resins. 

brashness—-Wood with low resistance t 
shock or a condition characterized by) 
an abrupt failure across the grain 
without splintering 

broken stripe—Changes in angles of the 
fibres caused by undulations in annual 
growth rings of tree 

bulked down—See solid-piled. 

bundle—See bale. 

burl—A figure produced by cutting 
through the wart-like protuberances on 
trees, containing the dark pith centers 
of a large number of undeveloped 
buds 

butt—The lowest portion of the stem of 
a tree, the butt end. 

cat eyes—Small pin knots less than %4"’ 
in diameter. 

c@talyst—A resin adhesive hardener. A 
reagent that speeds up chemical re- 
action, with or without heat. It ac 
celerates setting or hardening of 
resinous adhesives. 

eoul—Aluminum sheets for hot pressing, 
about 1/16” thick and the size of 
the hot press platens; or plywood sheet 
for cold pressing with conventional 
glues, usually 4%" to %” thick and 
waxed on the faces to avoid adhesion.

centers—See definition under ‘‘core. 

chain figure—Short crossmarkings of 
similar appearance, suggesting slightly 
the cross links of a chain. 

checks—Small hairline splits which gen 
erally occur only in finely figured 
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crotches and burls, caused chiefly by 
strain produced in the seasoning. In 
highly figured veneers these checks 
add beauty to the character of the 
figure and are not looked upon a: 
defects. 

clamp irons—tThe pressure maintenanc: 
equipment, which includes the ‘'I’’ 
beams or double channel irons, to 
gether with R. & L. clamp screws or 
turnbuckle rods, to hold bales under 
pressure after cold gluing 

clamps—tThe °’|’’ beams or double chan 
nel irons together with the right and 
left clamp screws or turnbuckle rod: 
which hold the bale of plywood under 
pressure after cold gluing 

clipper—-The cutting or shearing moa 
chine used to dimension dry or green 
veneer to width 

comb grain (sliced or sawn)—Also termed 
“rift sticed’’ or ‘‘rift sawn.’’ A method 
of producing veneer by slicing or saw 
ing at an angle of approximately 45 
with the annual rings to bring out 
certain figures produced by the medul 
lary rays which are especially conspicu 
ous in oak. 

compression-impregnated wood—Usuall 
refers to layers of veneer impregnated 
with a liquid resin, assembled and 
bonded under high pressure. 


compression failures—Minute ridges 
formed by crumpling or bucking of 
the cells, resulting from excessive 
compression stresses along the grain 

conveyor—The equipment usually com 
posed of a series of belts, rollers or 
chains on which material is trans 
ported from one place to another. 

cooking vat—A tank or pit of steam 
heated water in which the blocks or 
flitches are cooked prior to cutting 
by lathes or slicers. 

core—tThe center layer of plywood, can 
be either sawn lumber or veneer. Also 
the remaining part of a log too small 
to cut into veneer. 

cores, banded—cCores that have been 
made with banding on one or more 
sides. See definition under “banding.” 


crossbanding—Veneer in plywood with 
five or more plys. In standard five-ply 
construction it is the second layer on

ting, shrinking or swelling. 

cross-bar—Type of figure or irregularity 
of grain resembling a dip in the grain, 
running at right angles, or nearly so, 
to the length of the veneer. 

€ross break—-Separation of the wood cells 
across the grain. Such breaks may be 
due to internal strains resulting from 
unequal longitudinal shrinkage, or to 
external forces. 

¢ross figure—Wood fibres of a tree which 
are so distorted that when cut in a 
radial direction figures and highlights 
similar to a corrugated surface are pro- 
duced. 

¢ross fire—A distortion of the wood 
fibres of the tree which, when cut in 
a radial direction, produces figures and 
highlights similar to a corrugated sur 
face. Also called cross figure. 

cfoss-grained—When the width of a 
sheet of plywood is greater than its 
length. 

cretch—That part of the tree, usually 
the crotch or fork of large branches, 
from which ‘‘curl’’ veneers are cut. 


crotchwood—Highly figured veneer pro- 
duced from that portion of a tree 
where the two limbs unite. 


dead piled—Plywood, fresh from the hot 
press or clamps, piled solid and 
weighted down on a flat base and 
without stickers so it will become nor- 
mal as to heat and moisture. 

defect—An imperfection or fault in 
veneer or finished panel that reduces 
its strength, durability, beauty or 
utility value. 

defect (open)— Checks, cracks, loose 
knots, open joints, splits, worm holes 
or other defects which break up the 
smooth continuity of the plywood 
surface. 

discolorations—Stains in wood substances. 
Common veneer stains are sap stains, 
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blue stains, stains produced by the 
chemical action caused by the iron in 
the cutting knife coming in contact 
with the tannic acid in the wood, and 
those resulting from the chemical ac- 
tion of the glue. 

doors, plywood—Pane! type where stile 
and rail framework are thicker than 
the central panels. Slab or flush type 
are of uniform thickness and flat 
surfaces, cores can be either solid, 
hollow or of edge and end glued 
lumber. 

doze—Decay that is characterized by 
dull, lifeless appearance accompanied 
by lack of strength and softening of 
the wood substance. 

drier—The chamber or kiln through 
which veneer sheets are passed to 
remove excess moisture. 

endy veneer—A colloquial term applied 
to veneer where the wood fibre (or 
cell) is cut at a substantial angle to 
the surface of the veneer, as in 
crotches, stumps, or adjacent to knots. 
Endy wood is usually darker in color, 
producing pleasing contrasts, is quite 
fragile, and permits the penetration of 
glue or the absorption of finishing 
materials. 

equilibrium moisture content—The mois- 
ture content at which wood neither 
gains nor loses moisture when sur- 
rounded by air at a given relative 
humidity and temperature. 

extender—An additive often combined 
with adhesive resins to give it special 
value such as providing body or re- 
ducing cost. 

exterior D.F.P.A.—Douglas Fir Plywood 
Association grade designation for ply- 
wood made with waterproof adhesive 
and to be used for permanent exterior 
exposure. 

face—The veneer used on the exposed 
side of plywood usually carefully se- 
lected and matched where attractive 
appearance is required. When location 
or use demand, face veneer is used 
on both sides. 


fiddle-bac!:—Closely resembles cross fire 
or cross figure (q.v.). 

figure—Pattern formed by eccentric ar 
rangement of the elements within the 
tree and by reflected light caused by 
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this arrangement of the wood fibres, 
and by exposure of the medullary rays. 
Figure may also be caused by inherent 
coloring matter. Bird’s eye, burl, 
crotch, blister are a few of the better 
known figure types. 


filler—See extender. 


film—Liquid adhesive coating, or a thin, 
dry sheet of paper coated on both 
sides with a phenol-formaldehyde type 
resin adhesive. 


flake (broken)—Breaking or loosening of 
the flake (medullary ray) in quarter-cut 
or sawn veneer, such as white oak. 


flet grain—Veneer cut so the growth 
rings meet the face over at least half 
the width at an angle less than 45°— 
also called plain cut, flat sawn, slash 
grain. 


flitch—Sheets of veneer, kept together 
in cutting sequence so that adjacent 
sheets will have similar figure for 
matching. Also the piece or segment 
of a log from which veneers are cut. 


flush door—One of uniform thickness 
and flat surfaces, cores may be hollow, 
of edge and end glued lumber or they 
may be solid. Sometimes called slab 
doors. 


g@p—Open splits in the inner ply or plies 
Or improperly joined veneers when 
joined veneers are used for the inner 
plies. 

glue—A term often confused with ad- 
hesive (q.v.). Glues are all adhesives, 
but all adhesives are not glues. To- 
day glue is a name usually applied to 
the older type, conventional cold set- 
ting plywood and woodworking ad- 
hesives although this use of the word 
may be already obsolete by the time 
you read this. 


albumin glue—Or soluble dried blood. 
Is now used for adhesive purposes, 
is mixed cold and usually set (or 
coagulated) under heat or by 
chemical reagents. Although highly 


water-resistant it is not used to any 
great extent. Albumin is also used 
with other adhesives as an extender. 

animal glue—A derivative of bone 
and hide waste, ordinarily prepared 
by cooking. Best applied in a warm 
room with glue solution at about 
140° F. 


casein glue—A dried milk product, 
mixed cold with lime, a sodium salt 
and other ingredients. 

liquid glue—A prepared liquid ad- 
hesive or cement with many kinds 
having a fish by-product base. 


silicate of soda glue—A derivative of 
soda ash and sand used with other 
ingredients for low cost plywood. 


soybean meal glue—What is left after 
the oil has been abstracted from the 
soybean is mixed cold with a caustic 
substance, lime and other materials 


vegetable glue—A starch product that 
ordinarily has a cassava root flour 
base, is prepared by cooking with 
caustic, then cooled before use. 
glue joint—The part of a composite 
wood product which is made up of 
the adhesive and the wood parts which 
are in contact. 


grain—The general direction or arrange 
ment of fibres, and other wood ele- 
ments, or the figure which is produced 
thereby on the surface of the sawn 
wood 

grain character—Cutting through growth 
rings, exposing various layers produces 
a varying pattern. It is most pro- 
nounced in veneer cut tangentially 
or rotary-cut. 

grain rupture—Veneer with slight breaks 
from improper cutting or irregular 
grain. 

growth ring—A ring added to the outer 
portion of the tree, just under the 
bark. This ring is made by the layer 
of wood of spring and summer growth. 


gum spots—Well-defined openings be 
tween rings of annual growth, usually 
containing more or less gum. 

hairline—A line thin, though perceptible, 
that generally shows at a surface joint. 

half round—vVeneer cutting to emphasize 
the figure accomplished by rotary type 
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cutting except that the flitch is se 
cured on a stay log—a device per 
mitting cutting of the wood on a wider 
sweep than when mounted on the lathe 
center 

hardwoods—Generally designates lumber 
or veneer made from broad-leaved or 
deciduous trees as opposed to the so 
called softwoods produced by evergreen 
or coniferous trees 


head block—A large piece of laminated 
lumber three to five inches thick, used 
during pressing and clamping time for 
top and bottom of plywood bales. Often 
made of veneer crossings. Also known 
as retainer board 


heartwood—Occurring usually in the tree 
center, of a darker color, more dense, 
more decay resistant, and less resilient 
than sapwood 


herringbone figure——A method of match 
ing, usually with quartered oak ve 
neers of angling grain, alternate joints 
show a “VV” effect and an inverted 
‘'V"’ effect shows upon intervening 
joints 


high-density plywood—Plywood of special 
construction, made at high specific 
pressure, usually 500 pounds and up 
With the increase in pressure comes a 
corresponding increase in density or 
specific gravity 


high-frequency heating—Heat generation 
with molecular friction in a field be 
tween electrodes of high-frequency 
electrostatic currents, also referred to 
as diathermic, electrostatic, electronic 
and radio frequency heating 

humidity (relative)——The relative amount 
of moisture in air, compared with dry 
air. (Don’t confuse with moisture con- 
tent.) 

immersion test—!n which samples are 
immersed continuously in water over 
designated periods of time 


impregnant— Usually a synthetic phenolic 
resin used to fill voids in wood struc 
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ture to add strength, durability and 
dimensional stability 
incipient decay—An early stage of decay 


caused by wood-destroying fungi. 
joint (glue joint)—The contacting line 
between the edges, surfaces or ends of 
two abutting pieces of wood 
butt joint—Square, at right angles to 
grain in face veneer or other wood 
layers 
edge joint—Parallels the grain of the 
wood, generally square. However, it 
is occasionally tapered at an angle 
adhesive usable to 
ends or surfaces to 


joint glue—Any 
adhere edges, 
one another 
lap joint—Where the edges or ends 
overlap without scarfing 
open joint—Where the two adjacent 
pieces of veneer do not fit tightly 
together or an opening is visible 
and is considered a defect 
plywood joint—The surface 
layers of veneer and/or lumber are 
bonded with an adhesive or glue 
scarfed joint—In veneer, plywood and 
lumber, an angling or beveled joint 
where the pieces are spliced to 
gether. The scarf is usually 10 to 
20 times the thickness of the ma 
terial.

sunken joint—A term describing small, 
straight depressions in the plywood 
surface, directly above the joints in 
the lumber core, or in the cross 
banding. Caused by inadequate dry 
ng of the glue solvent before 
planing lumber cores, or by uneven 
thickness of the crossband veneer 
kerf—The width of the slit or notch made 
in saw cutting. 
kiln——Heating equipment used to re 
move moisture from veneer, plywood 
and lumber 
knots—Point of insertion of a branch in 
a tree trunk which is evident in cross 
section because the grain usually runs 
at an acute angle to the piece in 
which it occurs. 


loose knot—A

dead knot shrunken 
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away from the surrounding wood. 
open knot—Where all or a portion of 

the knot has dropped out, or where 

cross checks create an opening. 


pin knot—Small (%4" or less) usually 
sound. 

laminated wood—Made up of wood in 
layers whose grain or fibre is parallel 
in contacting layers, whereas in ply- 
wood the direction of grain or fibre 
in the contacting layers alternates 
parallel and across. 


lap joint—See joint. 
lethe—A machine used to cut half-round 
and rotary cut veneer. 


layer—A ply or 
lumber.

lay-uwp— Assembling the layers of veneer 
or lumber after the adhesive has been 
applied or inserted before pressing 
and in molded plywood when the ad- 
hesive coated veneers have been 
wrapped around the mold preparatory 
to cooking. 

liquid glue—See glue. 

leg pond—tThe woter storage pond or 
reservoir where logs and blocks are 
kept, generally adjoining the mill. 

longwood—Flitches of veneer of greater 
length as compared with short pieces 
such as burls, butts, crotches, stumps, 
swirls, etc. 

fleose knot—See knots. 

leose side—That side of veneer into 
which the blade enters when the veneer 
is being cut by a knife; the veneer on 
this side curves away from the knife 
causing small ruptures. 

lumber core—Where the central layers of 
lumber are usually 3%” or more thick 
ond made up of edge-glued strips 2” 
to 3” wide. 

mendrel—See mold. 


matching—Placing adjoining sheets of 
veneer together to form a certain pat- 
tern. 


book matching—Turning over alter- 
nate adjacent sheets of veneer book 
fashion. 


diamond matching—Striped veneer cut 
at such an angle that when four 
sheets are laid together properly 
they form a diamond design. 
four-piece butt—Butt or stump veneer 
is trimmed to square corners at the 
place where the best figure occurs 
Four adjacent sheets are then placed 
together with the best figure of 
each in the center. 
reversed—Where every other sheet of 
veneer is turned end for end. 
slip or slide matching—Lay adjacent 
sheets of veneer tight side up with 
out turning. 
matrix—See mold. 
melamine—See resin, urea. 
mismatching—Where adjacent portions 
of veneer do not come together sym- 
metrically on a plywood panel. 


mixer—An open vessel with a tapering 
vessel that is equipped with revolving 
blades used for stirring adhesives, 
glues, etc. 

moisture content—The amount of mois- 
ture in lumber, veneer or plywood 
expressed as a percentage of its oven- 
dry weight. 

mold—Usually made of sections of soft- 
wood glued together and accurately 
shaped, occasionally made of plywood, 
metal, concrete or plaster, may be of 
either male or female type. In flexible 
bag work the matrix upon which the 
plywood molding is to be done. Mold 
is also called a mandrel. 

molded plywood—Curved plywood con- 
struction where pressure is exerted by 
o flexible bag. 

monocoque—In aircraft, a frameless 
stressed shell construction generally 
made of molded plywood. 


mottle figure—A mottled appearance 
caused by variations in the arrange- 
ment of fibre growth. 


open joint—See joint. 
ponel—A sheet or piece of plywood. 


panel door—Where the stile and rail 
framework is thicker than the more 
central panels. 
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potches——Sound wood inserted and glued 
into veneer sheets or plywood panels, 
after defective portions are removed 

pattern—Occasionally 
a mold

peeler—A log suitable for cutting int« 
rotary veneer

pick-up—The weight increase, in percent, 
over dry wood, due to the presence 
of the cured resin, used in connection 
with plywood impregnation. 

pin holes—Made by pin hole 
usually round and not larger 
1/16” diameter 

pitch pocket—An opening between the 
annual rings of a tree containing an 
accumulation of pitch

pitch streak—-An excessive accumulation 
of resin in the form of a streak which 
sometimes occurs in the wood of cer- 
tain conifers 


“plastic p!ywood’’—Plastic surfaced ply 
wocd obtained by self bonding over 
lays of resin or by gluing on a pre 
cured surface sheet 


platens—The heat bearing plates of a 
hot press 


plymetal—Plywood having metal sheets 
for one or more layers 


plywood——A product made of a number 
of layers of veneer and/or lumber and 
adhesive, the alternate cross layers of 
which distribute the longitudinal wood 
strength. Not to be confused with 
laminated wood which ordinarily has 
no cross layers 


polymerization—A process which builds 
up the molecular size by adding to- 
gether the molecules of the resin. The 
thermosetting resins used as plywood 
adhesives usually cure by a combina- 
tion of both polymerization and con- 
densation, often referred to as the 
cure of the resin 


press, cold——A screw or hydraulic press 


in which the glued members are 
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pressed or forced together. After re 
moval from the press, pressure i 
maintained by clamping the bale or 
bundle of glued members between 
head blocks with clamp irons and 


turn-buckle rods 


hot—Miulti-platen hydraulic press 
with plates or platens heated by 
steam, thermosetting resin adhesives 
usually used. Coldwater connections 
are provided for circulating water 
for cooling in the steam areas when 
thermoplastic resins are used 


hydraulic—Where in-pump pressure is 
supplied to the  hydraulic-press 
pistons or rams, which usually oper 
ate upward when closing, accurate 
regulation of pressure can be main 
tained 


screw—Here the turning of a screw or 
nut, either manually or mechani 
cally, supplies the pressure needed 
to bond the layers of veneer and/or 
lumber into plywood or laminated 
wood. This type of press is used for 
cold pressing only and it is difficult 
to regulate the pressure 


pressure—The pressure of the liquid 
medium in the pump and press pistons 
is indicated by the pump pressure 
gauge. This differs from the specific 
pressure exerted on the plywood. The 
relation of pump pressure and specific 
pressure, both in pounds per square 
inch is as follows:

Another type of pressure, called flex 
ible pressure, is exerted by inflating 
or deflating a flexible bag, like rub 
ber. It is of the order of fluid pres 
sure, i.e., applied at right angles t 
any convex or concave surface. Ply 
wood made by this process is called 
molded plywood. All areas are 
measured in square inches

progressive gluing—When a plywood di 
mension is too large to be accom 
modatéd in the hot press it is glued 
in two or more stages. The first sec 
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tion to enter the press is cured, the 
press is opened, the plywood moved 
in and the second area cured, and so 
on. 


quertered—To bring out a special figure 
developed by the pith or medullary 
rays, the veneer is produced by slicing 
or sawing in a radial direction. The 
log is flitched in several different ways 
to permit such cutting. This type of 
figure is quite censpicuous in oak. 


quilted figure—See blister figure. 
radio-frequency field—See high-fre 
quency heating. 
railing—See banding. 
redrier—For veneer, in some respects 
similar to a hot press in that they 
have steam-heated plates. However, 
these plates have only enough pres- 
sure to hold the veneers flat. To per- 
mit the moisture to escape and pre- 
vent the veneer from checking the 
plates are raised and lowered alter- 
nately. 
resin—A synthetically made material of 
many uses; insofar as we are concerned 
here it is used to adhere pieces of 
wood and is called resin adhesive. The 
development in resin adhesives is com- 
paratively recent and is broadening in 
the scope of its use more and more. 
phenolic resin oadhesives—Produced 
from chemicals of the phenol group 
and formaldehyde. They harden 
when heated and have excellent 
durability. Can be had in liquid, 
powder and film form. Special types 
can be had mixed with proper ac- 
celerators, harden at moderate tem- 
perotures. 


resorcinol resin adhesives — Special 
type of phenolics having durability 
of phenolics. They are available in 
liquid form with separate catalysts, 
hardening at 75° F. and up. At high 
temperatures they cure more rapidly 
than standard phenolics. 


ureo resin adhesives—Made from ureo 
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and formaldehyde in liquid or pow- 
der form, can be catalyzed for hot 
Pressing or for cure at 70° F. and 
up. Similar to urea resins but for 
which greater durability is claimed, 
are the melamine resins. The mela- 
mine resins approximate the pheno- 
lics in durability. 

retainer board—See head block. 

reverse matching—See matching. 


ribbon stripe—Veneer having alternate 
light and dark strips usually running 
the full length of the sheet, varying 
from Ye" to 2” wide, caused by dif- 
ferences in light reflection from ad- 
jacent layers of wood, pronounced in 
quartered or nearly quartered cutting 
from trees with interlocked grain. 

rift sliced, rift sawn—Also termed ‘‘comb 
grain.’ Method of producing veneer 
by slicing or sawing at an angle of 
approximately 45° with the annual 
rings to bring out certain figures pro- 
duced by the medullary rays, which 
are especially conspicuous in oak. 

rope figure—Slightly resembles twist of 
a rope and is due to succession of 
short cross fire. 

rotary cut—When the entire log or block 
is mounted in a lathe and turned against 
a broad cutting knife that is inclined 
into the log at a slight angle. The 
veneer is cut from the circumference 
of the log in a continuous sheet as 
though it were being unrolled. 

rough patch—A rough area on the sur- 
face of veneer, usually due to twisted 
or oblique grain. 


rupture—Tearing of the fibres across 
the grain. 


sempling—Selecting and marking repre- 
sentative pieces of sliced or half-round 
veneer from the top, center and bot- 
tom of a flitch, used for stockroom 
records or hinged with cloth tape for 
sales display. 


sapwood—from the outer layers of the 
log after the bark has been removed, 
lighter in color and more susceptible 
to decay than heartwood, also referred 
to as sap. 

sap stain—Discoloration resulting from 
growth of certain minute fungi, prin- 
cipally confined to the sapwood. 
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sawn——Veneers made on segment saws, 
such as quarter sawn oak. Although 
more costly because cof saw kerf waste, 
it is often preferred because it is said

testing—Determining strength and dura

thermoplastic—A material that softens 
when heated like thermoplastic resin. 
Used as an adhesive, this resin usu- 
ally requires hot pressing and the 
pressure cannot be released until the 
temperature has been reduced to o 
point where the resin hardens. 

thermosetting—A _ resin, adhesive or 
otherwise, which hardens when heated, 
but will not soften when heated. No 
cooling is required before the release 
of pressure when plywood is made.

A voltmeter that measures RMS 
values of radio frequency voltages in 
dielectric heating loads is available 
from Westinghouse Electric Corpora- 
tion, Box 2099, Pittsburgh 30, Pa.
